'When,he visited the governor of (he.stale last week and sug- 
gested that there should r>e greater publicity in the handling of 
relief'funds •raised) for (he benefit of (h •'thousands;, who were 
rendered .homeless\by the.great-lire in Salem a -month ago. He 
said^iie'.public-is'entitled'lo'know-ji'ist what ratio the-cost -of 
administration bears to (he,relief, given, and'just'what-is-being 
done with the •money raised for' the benelil of the sull'erers. 
He suggested .that'Hi facts relative to'the relief work should 
be made-'public at'least once a week,'and added that at present 
it is'impossible to get any satisfactory information with re- 
spect to Ihe expenditure of the relief fund. 


It should require no second though! lo convince one Ilia! 


Ihis is a proper view of the mailer. The people of Massachu- 
s'ells, and some in oilier stales as well, contributed generously 
toward the relief of Ihf.suircreivaiid substantial appropria- 
tions were made by the Massachusetts legislature and Con- 
gress. A vast sum of I'jioney was turned over to 
those in 


charge of the relief work, and frequent reports of receipts'and 
expenditures, with details as to hb\y Ihe money was used, 
would have been eminently proper. 


But there was nothing of the kin'd. 
Money (lowed into 


Salem in vast sums, di're,ctly from the pockets of the people 
and the slate and national treasuries,-to be used by those in 
charge of the relief work as they saw fit, and with no account- 
ing to anybody, so far as has been made known. 
Unless'evi- 


dence comes to light indicating the contrary it must be pre- 
sumed that the funds were properly-handled, but a full and 
careful accounting would have been more satisfactory to the 
public.

On June W of that 
S'ear the Continental congress passed 
nn act providing that "the flag of the 
thirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white; that 
the Union be thirteen stars, white 
on a blue field, representing a new 
constellation." The thirteen stars were 
arranged-In a circle to symbolize the 
perpetuity of the union of the states. 


Vermont was admitted to the Union
